report  by  telegram  only  those 
last-minute  transactions  that  are  of 
$5,000  or  larger,  and  red  tape  at 
the  office  of  clerk  of  the  House 
shields  even  many  of  these  reports 
from  public  viewing  until  election 
day  or  later. 

A  number  of  last-minute  reports 
were  made  public  by  the  secretary 
of  the  Senate  where  fewer  delays 
were  encountered. 

One  showed  the  Kansas  State 
Democratic  Committee  borrowed 
$20,000  from  a  Topeka  bank  on 
Friday.  The  state  Democratic  party 


is  aiding  Rep.  William  Roy  in  a 
close  Senate  race  against  Sen. 
Robert  Z.  Dole,  a  former 
Republican  National  chairman. 

Another  report  showed  Rep. 
Wayne  Owens,  D-Utah,  who  also  is 
running  for  the  Senate,  borrowed 
$10,000  on  Saturday  from  a  Salt 
Lake  City  bank.  Earlier  Owens  had 
reported  getting  $5,000  from  the 
steel  workers’  union  and  two 
last-minute  gifts  totaling  $11,000 
from  the  political  arm  of  the 
AFL-CIO. 

Another  new  report  showed  that 


the  political  trust  run  by  Dairymen, 
Inc.,  one  of  the  three  big  dairy 
farmers’  cooperatives  whose  money 
was  involved  in  the  milk-fund 
affair,  gave  $5,000  to  the  Tennessee 
State  Democratic  Committee  which 
is  helping  former  Rep.  Ray  Blanton 
in  the  race  for  governor. 

The  daily  trusts  had  trouble 
giving  their  money  away  earlier  this 
year  when  a  dozen  candidates 
returned  campaign  gifts. 

On  Monday  mors;  trouble 
surfaced  when  Richard  Nolan, 
Democratic  candidate  for  the 


House  from  the  6th  District  in 
Minnesota,  denied  receiving  a 
$5,000  gift  which  the  biggest  coop, 
Associated  Milk  Producers  Inc.,  had 
reported  giving  to  him.  Nolan  said 
he  would  not  accept  AMPI’s 
money.  The  coop’s  political  arm 
reported  that  it  had  donated 
$5,000  to  the  Richard  Nolan 
Volunteer  Committee,  St.  Cloud, 
Minn.,  on  Oct.  24. 

In  another  development,  the 
political  trust  run  by  the 
Machinists’  union,  filed  a  report  s1/! 
days  late  showing  it  spent  .$88,348 


m  the  10  days  ending  Oct.  24.  The 
Machinists  have  laid  out  nearly 
$600,000  since  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  union  gave  to  more  than  100 
different  candidates  in  the  10-day 
period. 

The  largest  donations  were 
$5,750  to  Sen.  Thomas  F 
Eagleton,  D-Mo.;  $5,000  to  Sen. 
George  McGovern,  D-S.D.;  $3,600 
to  Owens;  $3,000  to  Sen.  Jacob  J. 
Javits,  R-N.Y.,  and  $2,500  to  Harry 
Reid,  Democratic  candidate  for  the 
Senate  in  Nevada.

Ford  and  his  spokesmen 
refused  to  make  specific 
re-election  predictions,  but  the 
President  expressed  hope  last 
week  that  the  current 
Republican-Democratic  ratios 
would  stay  basically 
unchanged. 

The  latest  AP  survey,  based 
on  reports  from  bureaus  in  all 
50  states,  recent  polls  and 
interviews  with  political 
strategists  and  candidates, 
yielded  this  picture! 

Senate  -  The  Democrats 
have  a  good  chance  of  holding 
all  20  of  their  own  seats  up  for 
re-election,,  and  to  gain  from 
five  to  seven  of  the  14 
Republican  seats  at  stake.  This 
could  mean  a  new  Senate  with 
63  to  65  Democrats,  compared 
with  the  present  58-42  margin. 

House  —  Democrats  could 
gain  as  many  as  50  seats  and 
probably  no  less  than  30  if 
preelection  trends  hold.

Both  camps  for  the  Utah 
Republican  and  Democratic 
Senate  candidates  are  anxious 
for  a  high  voter  turnout  in 
today’s  election  in  hopes  of 
winning  the  election. 

“The  polls  say  if  there  is  a 
big  turnout  we’ll  win,”  said 
Peter  Billings,  campaign 
manager  for  Democratic 
Candidate  Rep.  Wayne  Owens. 
“We’ll  be  doing  everything  we 
can  to  encourage  a  big  vote.” 

Salt  Lake  City  Mayor  Jake 
Garn’s  campaign  manager, 
Richard  Eyre,  said,  on  the 
other  hand,  “We  want  a  high 
turnout.” 

He  explained  that  even 
though  the  polls  say  a  high 
voter  turnout  generally  would 
hurt  Garn’s  chances  of 
winning,  “about  46  per  cent  of 
the  voters  would  vote  for 
Gam.”  He  said  the  race  will  be 
won  by  the  candidate  who  gets 
the  best  percentage  of  his 
supporters  to  the  polls. 

Billings  said  Owens  would 
spend  today  “visiting  the 
troop-”  door-knockers  and 
telephoners.  “He  will  also  go 
honking  and  waving”  in  an 
effort  to  encourage  people  to 
vote.  He  added  that  Owens 
would  be  in  Provo  at  the 
Democratic  headquarters  from 
1 1 :30  a.m.-l  2:30  p.m. 

Eyre  said,  “We  have  a  far 
more  extensive  organization 


than  Owens,”  and  the- Garn 
camp,  which  consists  of  over 
“1  0,000  neighborhood 
captains”  will  be  encouraging 
known  Garn  supporters.  to  go 
to  the  polls  tonight. 

Garn,  said  Eyre,  would  be 
spending  much  of  today  “in 
places  with  large  flocks  of 
people.” 

Both  campaign  managers 
said  they  felt  good  about  their 
campaign.  “It  is  a  tough,  hard, 
classic  campaign,”  said 
Billings.  “Overall,  it’s  too  bad 
the  campaign  degenerated. 
That  part  is  too  bad.” 

Eyre  said,  “We  feel  great 
about  the  way  we  handled  the 


campaign.  We  did  what  we’ve 
had  to  do.”  He  said  the  Garn 
camp  would  like  “not  to  have 
had  to  answer  chafges,  but  we 
had  no  control  over  that.” 

Misrepresentation  charges  on 
both  sides  were  officially 
dropped  Sunday.  Two  joint 
statements  were  issued,  thus 
quieting  the  feud  about  who 
was  misrepresenting  whom  in 
the  election. 

In  other  state  races, 
Republican  Steven  Harmsen 
was  ahead  of  his  Democratic 
’  opponent  Allen  Howe  in  a  Salt 
Lake  newspaper  poll  Friday 


In  the  same  poll,  incumbent 
Democratic  Rep.  Gunn  McKay 
was  ahead  of  his  Republican 
opponent  Ronald  Inkley  in  the 
first  congressional  district. 

Polls  open  today  at  7  a.m. 
and  will  close  at  8  p.m.  Voting 
district  information  can  be 
obtained  at  the  Utah  County 
Clerk’s  office. 

Voting  can  be  done  on  a 
straight  ticket,  scratch  split,  or 
write-in  ticket  basis. 

By  voting  a  straight  ticket, 
an  X  marked  in  the  circle  at 
the  top  of  the  ballot  will  count 
for  all  candidates  in  that  party.

anti-American  attack  in  three 
days,  and  security  authorities 
mobilized  more  than  700 
soldiers  and  police  to  guard 
airports  and  streets  to  protect 
the  secretary  of  state. 

Kissinger  arrived  from 


82-year-old  Yugoslav  President 
Tito  at  his  side,  he  called  on 
Israel  and  the  Arabs  to  “make 
an  effort  to  bring  their 
positions  closer  to  each 
other.” 

Kissinger,  who  begins 
another  Middle  East 
peacekeeping  swing  Tuesday 
after  addressing  the  food 
conference,  said  the  purpose 
of  the  trip  is  “  to  see  whether 
useful  negotiations  can  be 
conducted  and  in  what 
manner.”

The  suit  is  a  civil  action 
seeking  an  injunction  from  the 
Fourth  District  Court  for  Utah

Defendants  named  in  the 
suit  are  Earl  A.  Miller,  Elaine

and  Matthew  Earl  Miller. 

The  suit  charges  that  Earl 
Miller  was  granted  a  building 
permit  to  build  two  12- unit 
apartments  for  married 
couples  and  the  allowed  the 
apartments  to  be  occupied  by 
singles. 

Zoning  laws  require 
landlords  to  provide  more 
parking  for  singles  than  for 
marrieds. 

The  city  charges  that  full 
compliance  with  the  ordinance 
for  singles  apartments  would 
require  the  defendants  to 
provide  78  parking  spaces. 

The  suit  further  state  “an 
major  actual  count  of  parking  places 
was  taken  on  the  16th  day  of 
October,  1974  and  the  number 


of  marked  parking  stalls  was 
48.  .  .” 

According  to  the  suit,  the 
defendants  “represented  to  the 
city’’,  that  they  would 
purchase  property  adjacent  to 
the  apartment  house  to  be 
used  for  parking  and  that  they 
failed  to  do  so. 

The  defendants  have  20  days 
from  the  time  they  receive 
notice  of  the  suit  to  make  a 
reply. 

Ellis,  who  prepared  the  suit 
for  the  city,  said  the  city 
hopes  that  none  of  the  present 
residents,  most  of  whom  are 
BYU  students,  would  have  to 
leave  the  apartment  house  if 
the  city  wins  the  suit. 

However,  he  explained  that 
the  method  of  compliance 
would  be  up  to  the  court  and 
the  defendants. 

David  Gardner,  city  zoning 
adminstrator,  said  the  Miller 
case  was  the  first  of  three 
apartment  house  test  cases  and 
would  be  followed  by  city 
action  on  the  other  two 
shortly. 

The  city  has  already  filed  a 

residential-area  landlord  and 
two  similar  cases  are  also 
expected  to  be  acted  on  in  the 
near  future,  Gardner,  said.

DaLon  Esplin,  co-chairman  of  the  telefund  project,  said  that 
the  students  who  will  be  making  the  calls  will  come  from 
various  halls,  branches  and  clubs  on  campus. 

In  addition  to  this  help,  a  number  of  celebrities  or  guests  have 
also  been  invited.  President  N.  Eldon  Tanner  will  also  make  a 
visit  during  telefund  operation. 

Esplin  noted  that  in  the  last  three  years  in  which  telefunds 
have  been  conducted,  contributions  from  students  have  totaled 
nearly  $65,000.  “This  will  undoubtedly  be  our  most  successful 
year,”  Esplin  said. 

Art  McKinlay,  vice  president  of  SDA,  said  the  student 
telefund  is  one  of  the  major  means  of  raising  funds  for  the  new 
library  addition,  which  is  now  under  construction.

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Medical  school 
lecture  planned 


BYU  students  were  told  to 
make  up  their  minds  on  several 
important  issues  by  President 
Marion  G.  Romney,  second 
counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  Sunday  evening  at  the 
10-Stake  Fireside. 

President  Romney  referred 
to  living  up  to  the 
commandments  and  used  as 
examples  tithing,  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  and  chastity.  He 
asked:  “Will  we  do  what  we 
know  must  be  done?” 

“The  gospel  has  been 
restored  to  receive  the  Savior,” 
said  President  Romney.  He 
said  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
was  nearing  and  preparation 
for  the  millennium  is 
inevitable. 

“Our  individual  salvation  or 
failure  in  this  life  depends  on 
whether  or  not  we  choose  to 
do  right  from  evil,”  said 
President  Romney.  He  then 
cited  scriptures  from  the  book 
of  Alma,  which  say  there  is  a 
need  to  judge  with  perfect 
knowledge. 

“One  cannot  be  happy  and 
do  what  is  wrong,”  President 
Romney  declared.  He  reviewed 
scriptures  from  the  84th 
section  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  which  told  of  the 
spirit  of  Christ  giving  light  to 
all  men. 

“Pray  regularly  and 
fervently  to  Him  for  strength,” 
President  Romney  counseled. 
He  cited  revelations  given  to 
Thomas  B.  Marsh,  and  Joseph 
Smith  and  others  where  they 
were  urged  by  the  Lord  to 
pray  always. 

President  Romney  cited 
scriptures  where  Amulek  was 
moved  to  pray.  He  then 
reminded  students  to  pray  in 
secret,  to  cry  unto  the  Lord, 
and  to  pray  continually 
throughout  the  day. 

“A  private  interlude  with 
Him”  is  important  for  each  of 
us  in  our  daily  lives,  said 
President  Romney. 

He  urged  students  to 
intimately  commune  with  the 
Savior. 

Speaking  about  the  Word  of 
Wisdom,  President  Romney 
pointed  out  the  use  of  the 
commandment  as  positive 
counsel,  rather  than  restrictive. 


He  then  enumerated  the 
blessings  of  wisdom,  health, 
protection  and  strength  which 
come  to  those  who  keep  this 
commandment. 

“Tithing  is  a  debt  we  owe  to 
the  Lord,”  said  President 
Romney.  ‘‘Make  up  your 
minds  to  be  honest  with  the 


Lord,”  he  said,  and  adding, 
“Tithing  is  immunity  to  the 
burning,”  referring  to  those 
who  will  be  burned  as  stubble. 

emphatically  told  students  to 
obey  the  sixth  commandment, 
“Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery.”  He  said  that  there 


was  small  distinction  between 
adultery  and  fornication. 

Mentioning  the  evils  of 
fornication,  President  Romney 
also  included  the  sins  of 
reading  pornographic  material 
and  abortion.  “Be  true  to 
yourself  overall.  You’ve  got  to 
be  clean  to  be  happy.”

K.  Gandhi,  famed  teacher  of 
nonviolent  protest.

As  he  lay  on  the  pavement, 
tear  gas  hanging  about  him, 
Narayan  begged  officers  to 
stop  beating  his  followers  who 
were  demonstrating  in  support 
of  his  demand  that  Prime 
Minister  Indira  Gandhi  fire  the 
Bihar  State  government. 

But  the  federal  police  kept 
cracking  bamboo  canes  over 
the  heads  and  bodies  of  the 
student  activists. 

“I  was  never  manhandled 
like  this  by  the  British,”  said 
Narayan,  who  often  went  to 
jail  during  Mahatma  Gandhi’s 
independence  campaign  in  the 
1930s  and  1940s. 

The  Bihar  government, 
controlled  by  Mrs.  Gandhi’s 
Congress  party,  tried  to 
prevent  the  march  by  Narayan, 
who  is  still  weak  from  recent 
prostate  surgery.  He  planned  it 
to  signal  the  intensification  of 
his  eight-month-old  campaign 


to  force  the  resignation  of  the 
state  ministry,  which  he 
accuses  of  corruption  and 
mismanagement. 

Tens  of  thousands  of  people 
were  barred  from  entering 
Patna,  the  Bihar  capital  600 
miles  southeast  of  New  Delhi. 
Trains,  buses  and  ferryboats 
were  canceled.  Impartial 
estimates  held  that  thousands 
of  Narayan’s  followers  were 
arrested  and  detained  in  newly 
opened  jail  camps  before  they 
could  leave  their  home 
districts. 

Armed  federal  police  stood 
by  bamboo  barricades  they

LONG  BEACH,  Calif  -  Former  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  is 
off  the  critical  list  after  complications  from  phlebitis  surgery, 
but  medical  officials  say  there  is  no  word  on  when  he  may  leave 
the  hospital.  Nixon  had  been  in  critical  condition  for  six  days. 

In  a  written  medical  report,  Dr.  John  C.  Lungren  said  there 
was  still  concern  about  a  small  amount  of  fluid  in  Nixon’s  left 
lung  caused  by  irritation  of  the  diaphragm  from  a  hematoma,  or 
blood  mass  in  his  left  thigh. 

Nixon  may  be  placed  under  immediate  care,  an  even  lower 
category,  today,  a  hospital  spokesman  said. 

U.S.,  others  warned  to  eat  less 

ROME  —  A  panel  of  economists  and  food  experts  sounded  on 
Monday  what  probably  will  emerge  as  the  central  theme  of  the 
World  Food  Conference:  Americans  and  other  affluent  people 
had  better  eat  less  or  face  a  confrontation  with  half  a  billion 
hungry  people. 

At  the  same  time,  the  panel  suggested  that  countries  of  the 
Organization  of  Petroleum  Exporting  Countries  spread  around 
their  new  wealth  among  the  other  Third  World  nations.  They 
and  the  rich  nations  annually  should  invest  $2*/2  billion  each  in 
poor  nations,  the  group  said. 

“Societies  do  not  survive  long  in  moral  isolation  or  human 
indifference,  least  of  all  on  a  planet  made  one  by  physical 
interdependence  and  a  shared  biosphere,”  the  group  said  in  a 
report  issued  on  the  eve  of  the  1 1  -day  conference. 

UMW  negotiations  resume 

WASHINGTON  —  The  coal  producers  and  the  United  Mine' 
Workers  agreed  to  resume  contract  negotiations  Monday  night 
following  daylong  efforts  by  chief  federal  mediator  W.  J.  Usery 
Jr.  to  bring  the  two  sides  together  in  hopes  of  heading  off  a 
nationwide  strike. 

Earlier,  Harry  Patrick,  UMW  secretary-treasurer,  said  that  even 
if  the  negotiations  resume  it  was  his  judgment  “that  we  cannot 
avert  a  walkout  of  some  length  at  this  point.” 

But  Usery  disagreed  with  the  assessment,  saying  a  strike  next 
week  was  not  inevitable. 

He  said  there  was  still  time  to  reach  an  agreement  and  get  it 
ratified.

A  study  of  legal  education, 
its  impact  and  effectiveness,  is 
now  underway  at  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Law  School. 

Rex  Lee,  dean  of  the  law 
school,  said  the  study  is  being 
conducted  by  the  American 
Bar  Foundation  (ABF)  of 
Chicago  in  cooperation  with 
the  school’s  faculty  and  staff. 

Dr.  Jim  Hedegard, 
codirector  of  the  project  and  a 
representative  of  the  ABF, 
explained  that  there  are 
currently  two  hypotheses 
being  circulated  in  relation  to 
the  impact  of  formal  legal 
education  on  its  students. 

“The  first  hypothesis  states 
that  formal  education  has  no 
effect  upon  the  students,” 
Hedegard  said.  “The  theory  is 
that  students  continue  in  the 


same  way  of  thinking  they 
always  have.” 

He  said  the  second 
hypothesis  centered  on  the 
concept  that  formal  education 
has  a  profound  effect  on 
shaping  the  attitudes  and 
perspective  of  the  student. 

“The  purpose  of  our  project 
is  to  find  just  exactly  where 
the  truth  lies,”  Hedegard  said. 

“Our  goal  is  to  follow  the 
students  through  the  entire 
three  years  of  law>  school  and 
out  into  their  first  year  of  legal 
practice.” 

Hedegard  said  much  of  his 
time,  at  the  school  is  spent 
interviewing  students  and 
faculty  members  and  attending 
classes  of  the  first-year 
curriculum.

—  Women’s  Lib  has  come  to 
this  tiny  island  ruled  as  a 
feudal  fiefdom  since  1563.

Under  the  island’s  ancient 
code  women  were  considered 
the  chattels,  or  personal 
property,  of  their  husbands. 
On  Friday  night  the  Sark 
parliament  or  “Chief  Pleas,” 
began  to  change  all  that. 

The  40  landowners  and 
people’s  deputies  in  the  Chief 
Pleas  passed  three  separate 
bills  that  will  allow  women  to 
open  bank  accounts,  make  out 
wills,  take  out  insurance 
policies,  start  a  business  and 
keep  their  own  wages. 

The  feudal  code  still  bans 
divorce  for  the  572  inhabitants 
of  the  3!/2-mile-long  island  just 
off  the  French  coast  in  the 
English  Channel.  But  it

Brent  Springer,  freshman 
from  Springville,  Utah,  in 
accounting,  said  he  thought 
the  cost  involved  in  preparing 
food  for  oneself  and  having  it 
made  was  pretty  comparable.

For  47  years  Sark  was  ruled 
by  a  woman  -  Dame  Sibyl 
Hathaway,  the  21st  seigneur  of 
the  island  since  Queen 
Elizabeth  I  granted  the  title 
411  years  ago  to  Helier  de 
Carteret,  the  first  seigneur,  and 
instructed  him  to  populate  it. 

Before  she  died  July  14

Spokane  Fair  success 


Expo  sees  60,000  on  last  day 


SPOKANE,  Wash.  (AP)  - 
This  smallest  city  ever  to  stage 
a  world’s  fair  said  a  massive 
good-by  to  Expo  ’74  Sunday. 

When  Expo  began  its 
184-day  run  May  4  some 
skeptics  had  feared  no  one 
would  come  to  what  some 
critics  in  Washington’s  larger 
city  of  Seattle  called  a- 
“glorified  country  fair.” 

But  a  final  last-day  surge  of 
about  60,000  persons  boosted 
the  fair’s  total  *  attendance  to 
about  5.2  million. 

Expo  General  Manager  Petr 
Spurney  had  predicted  that 
“this  fair  is  going  out  big,”  and 
the  environmental 
exhibition’s  finale  featured 
firworks,  bands,  a  torchlight 
parade  and  tape-recorder 
remarks  of  President  Ford  to 
close  the  Northwest’s  biggest 

A  74-gUn  salute  and  massive 
fireworks  spread  a  pall  of 
smoke  over  the  Expo  site.  At 
one  point  smoke  was  so  thick 
that  thousands  of  spectators 
could  barely  view  the  lowering 
of  flags  of  the  1 0  participating 
nations. 


President  Ford  appealed  to 
Americans  to  “refrain  from 
waste  and  extravagance.”  He 
said  they  should  “respect  the 
order  and  magnificence  of 
nature  and  cherish  it  as  the 
lifestream  of  humanity.

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EPA:  chlorination 
may  cause  cancer 


WASHINGTON  -  There  is  a 
possibility  that  chlorination 
may  be  producing  suspected 
cancer-causing  chemicals  in 
drinking  water,  the 
Environmental  Protection 
Agency  says. 

While  saying  there  is  no 
immediate  cause  for  alarm, 
EPA  said  Friday  that  it  has 
begun  a  nationwide 
investigation  to  determine  how 
widespread  the  problem  is. 

Two  government  studies 
have  found  very  small 
concentrations  of  suspected 
cancer-causing  agents  in 
drinking  water  in  Cincinnati 
and  New  Orleans,  triggering 
the  national  probe,  EPA  said. 

investigating  the  possibility  of 
certain  chemicals  showing  up 
in  water  systems  that  may  be 
carcinogenic,”  or 
cancer-causing,  EPA 
spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater 
said. 

“We  don’t  feel  at  this  time 


that  there’s  any  need  for 
general  alarm,”  Fitzwater  said. 
“In  no  case  are  we  urging  that 
the  chlorination  process  be 
stopped.  But  it  is  a  problem 
that  needs  to  be  looked  into  as 
carefully  as  possible.” 

However,  NBC  News 
reported  a  memorandum 
circulated  within  the  EPA 
warned  that  the  agency  should

Home-run  king  traded, 
to  be  designated  hitter 


MILWAUKEE  (AP)  -  Henry 
Aaron  opted  for  nostalgia 
instead  of  retirement,  so  the 
Milwaukee  Brewers  have  the 
greatest  home-run  hitter  in 
major  league  baseball  history 
as  their  designated  hitter. 

Aaron,  who  began  his  ■ 
pursuit  of  Babe  Ruth’s  all-time 
home  run  record  in  Milwaukee 
21  years  ago  and  shattered  it 
last  April  8,  was  traded  to  the 
Brewers  by  the  Atlanta  Braves, 
the  two  clubs  announced 
Saturday. 

Just  last  April,  shortly  after 
his  historic  715th  homer, 
Aaron  said  he  was  through 
chasing  records.  “I  don’t  want 
to  start  on  records  again,”  he 
said.  “Nobody’s  going  to  talk 
me  into  coming  back  for 
another  year.” 

But  he  disdained  retirement, 
choosing  instead  to  seek  a 
trade  to  the  American 
League’s  Brewers  and  a  return 
to  the  city  where  he  began  his 
home  run  odyssey  with  the 
Braves,  who  Jj  called  this  city 
their  home  before  they 
marched  to  Atlanta. 

After  Aaron  made  his  wishes 
known, it  was  only  a  matter  of 
time  before  the  two  clubs 
agreed  on  a  deal.  Ths  surprise 
was  in  its  details. 

The  Brewers  gave  the  Braves 
veteran  outfielder  Dave  May 
and  a  minor  league  player  to 
be  named  later  in  exchange  for 
Hammerin’  Hank,  who  broke 
into  the  major  leagues  in 
Milwaukee  in  1954. 


There  had  been  speculation 
the  Brewers  would  make 
Aaron  their  general  manager 
after  a  year  or  two  of  playing. 
If  so,  he  would  be  the  first 
black  to  hold  such  a  position 
in  baseball.

The  Braves  were  reported 
ready  to  offer  him  just  that  - 
but  their  offer  apparently  fell 
short  of  his  expectations. 

Then  Aaron  revealed  he 

Milwaukee. 

“I  am  thrilled  to  come  back 
to  the  city  where  I  started  my 
baseball  career,”  Aaron  said 
from  Japan,  where  he  met— 
and  defeated  — slugger 
Sadaharu  Oh  in  a  home-run 
hitting  contest  Saturday. 

He  was  contacted  there  by 
Brewers’  President  Bill  Selig 
and  Atlanta  executive  Bill 
Bartholomay,  who  announced 
the  trade. 

“I  am  happy  that  the 
Atlanta  Braves  saw  fit  to  work 


so'  closely  with  me  to  meet  my 
request,”  Aaron  told  them. 

Bartholomay  said  the  Braves 
were  “happy  to  give  Hank  this 
opportunity  in  accordance 
with  his  wish  to  become  a 
designated  hitter  with  the 
Brewers.  Needless  to  say,  he  is 
the  greatest  Braves’  player  of 
all  time.”

More  than  81,000  fans  holding  tickets  for 
National  Football  League  games  did  not  attend 
Sunday’s  contests,  the  largest  number  of 
no-shows  in  the  league  this  season. 

That  continued  a  trend  of  lowering  NFL 
stadium  attendances  which  began  during  the 
preseason  games  and  has  continued  into  the 
regular  season. 

A  combination  of  diversified  items  has  cut 
into  attendances  around  the  league  with  an 
average  drop  of  about  4,000  fans  per  game 
from  last  year’s  record  of  58,961 . 

Fans  apparently  were  turned  off  by  the  NFL 
Players  Association  strike  which  cost  the  league 
a  reported  $12  million  in  cumulative  losses. 
Attendances  dropped  badly  when  the  veterans 
were  on  picket  lines  and  NFL  figures  show  an 
over-all  average  of  36,653  for  78  pre-season 
games,  down  by  about  18,000  from  1973. 


Then  there  was  the  emergence  of  the  World 
Football  League,  which  started  its  season  in 
July  when  NFL  teams  were  still  haggling  at  the 
bargaining  table  with  the  striking  Players 
Association. 

Those  factors  combined  with  inflation  and 
the  liberalized  television  policy  that  permits 
locak  showing  of  games  sold  out  72  hours 
before  kickoff  have  had  an  obvious  effect  on 
stadium  attendances. 

Bad  weather  kept  more  than  22,000  fans 
away  from  Chicago’s  Soldier  Field  for  the 
Bear’s  game  against  the  Minnesota  Vikings,  and 
almost  11,000  stayed  home  in  Kansas  City 
where  the  Chiefs  played  the  New  York  Giants.

Food  cost  rise  slows 


Tonight  library

Consumers  got  a  bit  of  a 
break  during  October,  an 
Associated  Press  survey  shows. 
Grocery  prices  increased  again, 
but  at  a  slower  rate  than 
before. 

Sales  on  meat  and  eggs 
helped  cut  the  bill  and  there 
were  indications  that  the  price 
of  sugar— which  has  soared  300 
per  cent  in  the  past  year- may 
be  leveling  off. 

The  AP  drew  up  a  random 
list  of  1 5  commonly  purchased 
food  and  non-food  items, 
checked  the  prices  on  March  1 , 
1973,  at  a  supermarket  in  each 
of  13  cities,  and  has  rechecked 
at  the  beginning  of  succeeding 
months. 

The  latest  check  showed 
that  during  October,  the  bill 
for  the  marketbasket  went  up 
in  seven  cities,  down  in  four 
and  was  unchanged  in  two.  On 
the  average,  the  bill  at  the  start 
of  November  was  .7  per  cent 
higher  than  it  was  at  the 
beginning  of  October  and  13 
per  cent  more  than  at  the  start 
of  the  year.

The  biggest  savings  in  the 
latest  AP  survey  came  at  the 
meat  counter.  Farmers,  who 
say  they  cannot  afford  the 
high  cost  of  feed  grain,  have 
been  selling  their  livestock, 
temporarily  increasing  supply 
and  lowering  prices. 

The  price  of  a  pound  of 
chopped  chuck  was  down  in 
five  of  the  cities  checked, 
unchanged  in  four  and  up  in 
four,  with  decreases  generally 
averaging  about  10  cents  a 
pound.
